of the capitol" 
in Washington. 
Th e paintings are 
b ing freshened up, ( nd the office of 
David Lynn, archite I. of the capitol, 
is not disturbed by tie complaint. It 
is pointed out the work 'is being done 
under the personal 
supervisino 
of 
Charles E. Fairman, who for more 
than fifteen years has given expert 
care to the works of art in the capi- 
t< 1, and of Charles Moberly, who for 
more than a quarter of a century has 
done some of the best mural decorat­ 
ing in the capitol and before 
that 
helped to decorate tht congressional 
library. 
Four of the great paintings in the 
rotunda, which rarely fail to attract 
the attention of thousands ot tour­ 
ists who swarm daily through 
the 
building, are by John Trumbull, They 
are “Signing the Declaration of In­ 
dependence”, “Surrender of 
General 
Burgoyne” , “Surrender of Cornwal­ 
lis” and “ Washington Resigning His 
Commission”. 
The others are: “ Em ­ 
barkation of the Pilgrims”, by RoE>t. 
W. W eir; “ landing 
of Columbus”, 
by John 
Vanderlyn; 
“ Discovery of 
the Mississippi”, by Wilíiam H. Pow­ 
ell and the “ Baptism of Pocahontas” , 
by John G. Chapman. 
John Trumbull 
was 
a 
native of 
Connecticut (1756-1843), a 
factory 
and general painter. He served in the 
War of 1 ndependence; 'in 1775 he was 
aide-de-camp to Washington and the 
following year deputy adjutant-gen­ 
u a l under Gates. 
He retired from 
th. service in 1777 with the rank of 
colonel. 
He went to London in 1780 
to study under the 
noted Bemjamin 
West, 
was 
imprisoned 
for 
eight 
months and returned home in 
1782. 
After the conclusion of peace 
he 
went back to England and resumed 
his studies. 
The “ Battle of Bunker 
Hill”, paénted in 1786, was the first 
of a series of historical paintings by 
Trumbull illustrating the War of the 
Revolution. He returned to the Unit­ 
ed States in 1789. 
Colonel Trumbull accompartiod Jay 
to England in 1794 as secretary of 
legation, and continued several years 
in the diplomatic service. 
He paint­ 
ed in England from 1808 to 1815. 
It 
was from 1817 to 1824 that he was 
engaged in pointing the four 
great 
canvases for the rotunda of the capi­ 
tol. 
For each of these he received 
$8,000. 
He was president of the Ac 
ademy of Fine Arts 
in 
New York 
from 1816 to 1825. 
A collection of 
his paintings are 'in the art gallery 
of Yale University. 
John Vanderlyn, 
besides 
painting 


the “ Landing of Columbus”, which 


fits a large wall panel 'in the rotunda, 


also painted the full length portrait 
uf Washington in the house chamber. 
He was a native of Kingston, N. Y„ 
a pupil of Gilbert Stuart and a friend 
and portege of Aaron Burr. 
He was 
awarded a medal in Paris in 1808 for 
his “ Marius Among 
the 
Ruins 
of 
Carthage” . 
Besides 
th a t of Wash­ 
ington, his portraits include Monro,e 
Madison, Calhoun, Clinton and Zach­ 
ary Taylor. 
Hiis “Adriane in Naxos” 
is owned by the Pennsylvania Acad­ 
emy of Fine Arts. 
A portrait 
of 
this artist painted by himself is own­ 
ed by th, Metropolitan Museum. Van­ 
derlyn 
made 
unfortunate ventures 
late tin life and died penniless and 
alone in a hotel in his native town. 
He received $10,000 for his “ Landing 
of Columbus” and $2500 for his full- 
length portrait of Washington. 
Th, 
“ Embarkation 
of 
the 
Pil­ 
grim s” by Robert W. Weir has re­ 
ceived the admiration of art students 
from all over the world. 
Weir was 
born in New Rochelle, N. Y. 
He was 
a pupil of Jarvis, studied a Florence, 
Italy, under Benvvnutii, and also 
in 
Rome. 
He was a professional paini- 
« r at 20 years old. 
In 1829, 
when 
not yet 26, he became a member 
of 
the National Academy of Design, and 
three years later was made profess­ 
or of drawing in the National Mili­ 
tary Academy at West Point, a pos’- 
tion occupied by him for more th ;n 
forty years. 
Among Weir’s best works are “The 
Bourbons’ Last March”, “ L a n d i n g of 
Henry Hudson”, “ Indian 
Captives”, 
“Christ and Nicodemus”, “Taking the 
Veil” , 
“ Child's 
Evening 
P rayer”. 
“Th 
Portico of the Palace of Octa­ 
via, Rome”, “Our Lord on nthe Mount 
of Olives” and “ Last Communion cf 
Henry Clay”. 
His “ Embarkation 
of 
the Pilgrims”, in the rotunda of the 
capitol, for which he received $10,- 
000, was injured during the building 
of the new 
dome. 
Professor 
Weir 
repaired this injury in 1861. 
John G. Chapman, who painted the 
“Baptism of Pocahontas” , which, ac­ 
cording to the complaint, has suffer­ 
ed most in the clean-up process, was 
almost a Washingtonian, having been 
in 
Alexandria. 
Va. 
H'e was 
paid 
$10,900 for that painting. 
Chapman studied for some time in 
Italy, afterwards 
painted 
in 
New 
York and was one of the founders of 
the Century Club. 
He was elected a 


full member of the Academy of De­ 
sign in 1836, when he was 28 years 
< Id. 
He was 'interested in wood en­ 
graving and became a teacher of this 
branch of art. 
He was also an etch- 
■r of note and produced many etch­ 
ings from original designs, 
among 
them being “ Return From the Vint­ 
age” , “A Monk Asking Alms”, “ A 
View on 
the 
Campagna” , “ Italian 
Goatherds”, 
“The 
Gleamer”, 
and 
Maswaddox Creek, 
Eastern Shore, 
Md”. 
Mr. Chapman furnished the illus­ 
trations for H arper’s Bible, and was 
the author of a drawing book said to 
be the best of its kind in the English 
language, 
which 
passed 
through 
many editions both in this country 
and in Great Britain. 
Among 
his 
paintings are “ Sunset o«n 
the Cam­ 
pagna”, 
“ Etruscan 
Girl”, “ Vintage 
Scene”, “ Last A rrow” 
and “Valley 
of Mexico”. 
The large paintings for the panels 
in the rotunda were completed, with 
a single exception, before the com­ 
mencement of the capitol extension. 
Henry Inman, one of four artists with 
whom contracts were made for them, 
died in 1846 without having begun 
the painting, although he had receiv­ 
ed $6,000 on account. 
A new contract 
was made March 3, 1847, with W. H. 
Powvll to paint the vacant panel. 
It 
was not placed in the rotunda until 
1855. 
TMii one, “The Discovery of 
the Mississippi”, it is said, has just 
received “a scrubbing like the side of 
a house”. According to Glenn Brown, 
in his authoritative “History of the 
National Capitol”, this canvas “ is in­ 
tend« d to depict 
De 
Soto and his 
small band of followers, 
theg first 
Caucasians to see our mighty Missis­ 
sippi. 
It is a spirited 
composition, 
in no sense realistic, realizing both 
Spaniards and Indians”. 
Powell got the topnotch later day 
price of $12.000 for his painting, and 
sixteen years later received $25,000 
for his “ Battle of Lake Erie” , which 
is hung ov. r the oast stairway at ine 
senate end of 
the capitol. 
He 'a s 
born in Ohio in 1824, and wa an his­ 
torical and portrait painter. 
A re­ 
plica of h'.s “ Battle «)f Lake Erie” is 
in the state capitol of Ohio. 
In this 
painting 
persons 
then 
employed 
about the national capitol were ust-d 
as models. 
For many years I owell 
occupied a studio in New York. His 
“ E n d in g of the Pilgrims” was pur­ 
chased by Marshall O. Roberts, 
and 
his portraits of General 
McClellan 
and Major Anderson are in the city 
hall, New York.—Kansas City Star.

countries were reported today by Dr. 
Frederick F, Russell, general director 
of the international health board 
of 
the Rocke filer Foundation, in a su r­ 
vey of the fundation’s 
work during 
1903. 
The 
budgets 
for 
the year 
amount to $2,006,000, he satil. 
Rural agencies have been develop­ 
ed in the United States ami 
foreign 
countries and facilities for 
training 
nurses have been provided in France, 
Brazil and the Fhidlippines. 
Contort 
operations againts yellow fever 
in 
Mexico wvre closed in November and 
the 
outbreak in Columbia is believed 
to have been conquered, according to 
the report. 
At the end of 1923 full time health 
organizations had b- on established in 
230 counties in 28 states. 
Co-opera­ 
tion with governments in 20 countries 
was attained in the war against h iok- 
worm and treatm ent was administer­ 
ed under the direction of the board 
to 717,000 persons. 
In all the 20 countries the persons 
t xamined averaged 80 per cent 
a f­ 
flicted with the hookworm disease. 
Hookworm resurveys in the United 
States show' a reduction of 49.5 since 
1910-1915 in 81 count*, -s *f the south 
and 1C of the 81 recbecked showed a 
reduction of 59.6.

Shull pictures be hung in th*» dining 
room, or shall they not? 
T hat quest ion must be an-u ered. if 
answered in a satisfying manner, by

The individual dining room and the 
front of the • persons who use that particular room 
i must be the c<»iisidoratl0ii. 
Are there 
not well planned and harmonious din­ 
ing rooms n which pictures or even a 
mirror would be out o! 
place? 
In 
some other dining room a goodly num­ 
ber of pictures may bo used to charm ­ 
ing advantage. 
One such room, to be 
sure, is in a country home down on 
Long Island; the house is Colonial in 
style, the furniture very old and very 
precious and of the same period as the 
house. 
The walls of the dining room 
are a soft gray and on them bang a 
number of excellent English prints of 
the hunt. 
The red coats of the hunts­ 
men, the gnd\ painted combos, 
the

In a niosi Uvalde apartm ent in New 
York, the dining room walls are cov­

year throughout the

Damage amounting to millions of dol­ 
lars annually is also inflicted by mice j 
on pasturage, forage, grain, and other 
crops, and on tubers, small fruits, 
flowering plants and shrubbery. 
By 
the use of proper control 
methods 
much of this loss might I»»* prevented. 
In h new Farm ers’ Bulletin, No. 1367, 
Mouse Control in Field and Orchard, 
Jam es Silver of the biological survey, 
describes the meadow mice and pine 
mice which inflict most of the dum- 
age, and explains why different con­ 
trol methods are needed with each 
species. 
The control of field mice in orchards 
should be undertaken at stated in­ 
tervals as a regular feature of or­ 
chard practice, just 
as spraying 's 
done to combat insect pests or fruit 
diseases. 
Methods of preventing in­ 
jury In orchards may be grouped In 
four classes: 
Removing mouse shel­ 
te r; treating trees with washes to re­ 
pel mice; inclosing trees with mechan­ 
ical protectors, and killing the mice. 
Mechanical protectors and clean cfil- 
tivation around trees are successful 
aids 
to meadow-mouse control, 
but 
have very little effect on pine mice, 
which do not rely on surface vegeta­ 
tion for food or protection. 
The two practical methods of de­ 
stroying both meadow mice and pine 
mice ure trapping and poisoning. Field 
mice are very readily caught in strong 
mouse traps and are usually exter­ 
minated by persistent trapping. 
The 
labor involved on a large area, how ­ 
ever, makes tills method costly. The 
use of poison is by far the most sat­ 
isfactory way of controlling field mice. 
The biological survey has developed 
several successful formulas for pre­ 
paring baits and gives these in the 
bulletin, together with directions for 
distributing them. 
Uertain 
birds 
ami 
other 
animals 
habitually feed on field mice and aid 
in their control. 
These, according to 
the bulletin, should be protected as 
far as possible. 
When field mice be­ 
come so excessively abundant as to 
menace the fruit trees and crops of 
a whole community, concerted effort 
is required to control the situation of 
all the residents. 
The biological sur­ 
vey stands ready to assist as far as 
possible in the organization of any 
necessary campaigns over large areas.

Use Only Paper Twine in 
Tying Wool for Market 
Wool growers are urged by the Unit­ 
ed States Department of Agriculture 
to use only 
paper 
twin** 
in 
tying 
fleeces for market. 
Twine made of 
jute, hemp or sisal sheds fibers that 
mix with the wool and reduces the 
value of the doth made from such 
wool. 
Some growers still persist In 
using undesirable twines, and a con 
slderable quantity of wool tied with 
fibrous twines is being received in the 
markets, according to reports from the 
Boston Wool Trade association. 
It Is practically impossible to re­ 
move all the twine fibers, whereas par­ 
ticles of paper twine can be entirely 
removed in the manufacturing process. 
The fibers of jute, hemp or sisal do 
not take the dye In the manufacturing 
process and show up in the cloth, 
thus reducing the value of the goods. 
The Department of Agriculture is 
co-operating with the trade in u cam­ 
paign to end the use of undesirable 
twine and to aid wool growers to se­ 
cure the desirable paper twine. 
Coun­ 
ty agricultural agents can help to im­ 
press growers with the importance of 
proper tying of fleeces.

Don’t let food dry on the baking 
dishes; set them at once Into the sink 
and cover with 
water, 
hot for grease and cold 
for all dishes which have 
been used with eggs. 
Don’t pour boiling wa­ 
ter over china or glass; 
it may not crack at the 
time, but It will drop 
off in pieces when least 
expected. 
Don’t forget to dash over a spot of 
grease (spilled on wooden table or 
floor) a cupful of cold water. It will 
congeal the grease and the most of 
It may be removed at once. 
Don’t use table silver for cooking 
around the stove; cheap utensils may 
be bought for such purposes. 
Don't lay greasy spoons or utensils j 
on the table or stove. 
Keep a tin 
pieplate or small tray to hold such j m anicure set 
things; this will save cleaning and 
scouring the table. 
Don’t pour boiling water on cup 
towels or dishcloths that have any 
grease about 
them ; wash them in 
cold water first with a little soda or 
naphtha s o a p ,* then wash In hot water 
and boil. 
Don’t put tin dishes away without 
seeing that they are perfectly dry. 
< 
Don’t use steel kulves or forks on 
fish; it gives an unpleasant flavor. 
1 
Don’t salt 
m eat 
before cooking;, 
wait until it is well-seared over to 
hold In juices and extractives. 
Don’t blacken u stove while hot, If 
at all. 
Simply wipe It off with a 
cloth reserved for that purpose and 
wrung out of greasy dishwater. 
Such 
treatm ent will keep a stove in fine con­ 
dition If wiped twice a day. 
Don’t forget to use hot compresses 
of witch hazel on a stiff neck as soon 
as possible. 
Put a few tablespoonfuls 
of witch hazel Into a shallow dish and 
lay In a cloth folded in several thick­ 
nesses, keeping It hot on the top of 
the range, 
A few applications will 
bring relief. 
Don’t forget to put all bloodstained 
garments Into cold water. 
If a fresh 
spot of blood Is dropped on a woolen 
garment cover It at once with dry 
starch. 
The starch will absorb the 
blood and may be brushed out when 
dry.

Faneuil 
hall, 
named 
for 
Peter 
Faneuil, a public-spirited citizen and 
Huguenot, who, having decided that 
Boston needed a town hall in which 
to hold public gatherings, and a mar­ 
ket place, commenced the construc­ 
tion of a building 76 feet square which 
combined these features, and present­ 
ed it to the city In 1742. 
Twenty years later, 
the 
Interior 
w as destroyed by fire, but was prompt­ 
ly rebuilt and dedicated to the “Cause 
of Liberty.” 
The present building goes back to 
1805, when Its size was increased to 
80 by 100 feet and an additional story 
added. The upper floor is used now 
as headquarters and a museum by 
th«* Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of M assachusetts—said to 
be the oldest military organization in 
the world. Among the priceless relies 
Is a flag used in 1663 by this organiza­ 
tion. 
The second floor contains the 
hall which maj he used as a public 
meeting place by any group of citi­ 
zens, free of charge, on request to the 
city authorities. 
During the Revolutionary war peri­ 
od, Faneuil hall was 
the 
scene of 
many tense gatherings. The hall was 
used as u place of amusement and 
entertainment by the officers of the 
British army in 1775 and 1776. Ever 
since the Revolution, it has been a 
popular gathering place 
and 
noted 
place for the holding 
of 
meetings, 
banquets and receptions. 
Its 
walls 
have echoed the voice of Daniel Web­ 
ster, Wendell Phillips, and many other 
famous patriots of the time. 
Situated adjacent to the old State 
house, and huddled in between mod­ 
em office skyscrapers in the heart of 
the business center of “Old” Boston, 
this comfortable-looking structure of 
colonial design, bearing evidence of 
advanced age, is possessed of a dig­ 
nified appearance und a quiet charm. 
A plan Is now afoot to rehabilitate, 
fireproof, and “dress up* this venera- 
abie hall and thereby preserve lts 
original beauty for another generation 
or two at least. 
While this work Is 
in process, the 
wooden 
awning-llke 
sheds which now disfigure this land­ 
mark of “ye olden times” will be dis­ 
mantled and replaced by an iron ver­ 
anda with a glass roof. 
With the single exception of Inde­ 
pendence hull, Philadelphia, Faneuil 
hall is probably of greater historical 
Interest than any other building in 
these United Statoa.

ducts as feed for dairy cows.

of these feeds tested have only 
re­ 
cently been prepard in a commercial 
way. 
Their value as feed for dairy 
cows may be summ arized here. 
Pish meal, which is made from the 
w ast in the canning of sardines by 
pressing out most of the oil and th* n 
drying and grinding the residue, was 
found to be worth pound for 
pound 
20 or 25 per cent more than 
prime 
cobten-seed meal, although 
not 
so 
palatable. 
Peanut feed, the residue from eold- 
pr©sled, unhulled iieanuts, was found 
to possess a nutritive value of 74 per 
cent of th a t 
of 
prim e 
cottonseed 
meal. 
Potato meal specially prepar­ 
ed was worth 78 per cent as much as 
corn meal. Sweet potato meal 
ap­ 
pears to 
be almost as valuable 
as 
com meal as a feed for dairy cows; 
but the maximum value th at can la 
astsfcgrvd to velvet-bean meal is but 
65 par cent of th a t of cottonseed 
meal. 
Potato silage and corn silage were 
found to posses« about th e same feed­ 
ing value. 
Apple-pectin pulp, a by­ 
product in the extraction 
of pectin 
from apple pomace, compared 
with 
dried beet pulp, was found to be less 
palatable and less efficient as feed 
Hydrohzed saw dust is unpalatable, 
contains but little n u trim n t, and can 
be fed only in sm all quantities.

Much of Loss Prevented by 
Control Methods.

trees are killed by field mice every ; 
year throughout the United 
States, j 
Damage amounting to millions of dol­ 
lars annually is also inflicted by mice 
on pasturage, forage, grain, and other j 
crops, 
and on tubers, small 
fruits, 
flowering plants anil shrubbery. 
By 
the use of proper control 
methods 
Diuch of tliis loss might be prevented. 
In a new Farm ers’ Bulletin, No. 1397, 
Mouse Control in Field and Orchard. 
Jam es Silver of the biological survey, 
describes the meadow mice ami pine 
mice which Inflict most of the «lam- 
age, ami explains why different con­ 
trol methods are needed with each 
species. 
The control of field mice in orchards 
should be undertaken at stated In­ 
tervals as a regular feature of or- 
chard practice, Just 
us spraying '* 
done to combat Insect pests «>r fruit 
diseases. 
Methods of preventing In­ 
jury in orchards may be group«*«! l:i 
four classes: 
Removing mous«» shel­ 
ter; treating trees with washes to re­ 
pel mice; inclosing trees witli mechan­ 
ical protectors, and killing the mice. 
Mechanical protectors and clean • ar. 1- 
tlvutlon a r o u n d trees are -uc<**ssful 
aids 
to 
meadow-mouse control, but 
have very lifth* effect on pin«* mice, 
which do not rely on surface vegeta­ 
tion for food or protection. 
The two practical methods of de­ 
stroying both meadow mice and pin«* 
mice are trapping and poisoning. Flebl 
mice are very readily cuught in str«»ng 
mouse traps and are usually exter­ 
minated by persistent trapping. 
Tin* 
labor involved on a large area, how­ 
ever, makes this method costly. The 
use of poison is by far th«* most sat- 
isfa«“tory way <»f controlling rt«*h! mice. 
The biological survey has d«*velop«*d 
several successful formulas for p re­ 
paring baits un«i gives these In the 
bulletin, together with directions for 
distributing them. 
P ertain 
birds 
and 
other 
anim als 
habitually feed on field mice and aid 
in their control. 
These, according to 
the bulletin, should be protected as 
far as possible. 
When fl«*id mice be­ 
come so excessively abundant as to 
m enace the fruit trees and crops of 
a whole community, concerted effort 
Is required to control the situation of 
all the residents. 
The biological su r­ 
vey stands ready to assist as far as 
possible in the organization of any 
necessary cam paigns over large ureas.

Wool grow ers are urged by the U nit­ 
ed S tates D epartm ent of A griculture 
to 
use only 
paper 
tw ine In tying 
fleeces for m arket. 
Tw ine m ade of 
Jute, hemp tir sisal sheds fibers that 
mix with the wool and reduces the 
value of the cloth m ade from sucli 
wool. 
Some grow ers still persist in 
using undesirable twines, and a con 
slderable quuntlty of wool tied w ith 
fibrous tw ines is being received In the 
m arkets, according to reports from the 
Boston Wool T rad e association. 
It is practically im possible to re­ 
move all the tw ine fibers, w hereas p ar­ 
ticles of paper tw ine can be entirely 
removed in the m anufacturing process. 
The fibers of Jute, hem p or slsul do 
n«»t take the dye in the m anufacturing 
process and show up in the cloth, 
thus reducing the value of the goods. 
T he D epartm ent of A griculture is 
co-operating w ith the trad e in u cam ­ 
paign to end tl»e use of undesirable 
tw ine and to aid wool grow ers to s«*- 
cure the desirable paper twine. 
Coun­ 
ty agricultural agents can help to Im­ 
press grow ers with the Im portance of 
proper tying of fleeces.

Faneull 
hall, 
named 
for 
Peter 
Fan«*uil, a public-spirited citizen and 
Huguenot, who, having decided that 
Boston need**« 1 a town hall in which 
to hold public gatherings, and a mar- 
k«*t plu«*«>, commenced the construc­ 
tion of a building 76 feet square which 
combined the.*'** features, and present­ 
ed it to tiie city In 1742. 
Twenty years later, 
the 
interior 
was destroyed by fire, but was prom pt­ 
ly rebuilt and dedicated to the “Cause 
of Liberty.” 
The present building goes back to 
1805, when its size was Increased to 
SO by 100 f«*et and an udditlouul story 
ad«led. The upp.*r floor Is used now 
as headquarters and a museum by 
tli«* Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of M assachusetts—said to 
be the* t>ltl*-sf military organization In 
tin* world. Among the priceless relics 
Is a flag used in 1663 by this orguulza- 
ti«>n. 
The second floor contains the 
hall which may lie used as a public 
meeting place by auy group of citi­ 
zens, fret* of charge, on request to the 
city authorities. 
During the Revolutionary war perl- 
«m|, Faneull ball was 
the 
scene of 
many tense gatherings. T he hall was 
us«*«l as a place of am usem ent and 
entertainment bj the officers of the 
British army in 1775 and 1776. Ever 
sin«*«* the Revolution, it has been a 
popular gatlu'ring place 
and 
rmted 
place for tin* holding 
of 
meetings, 
bampietN and r**eeptlons. 
Its 
walls 
have echoed the voice of Daniel Web­ 
ster, Wendell Phillips, and mauy other 
famous patriots of the time 
Situated adjacent to the old State 
house, and huddled in between mod­ 
em office skyscrapers In the heart of 
the business center of "Old” Boston, 
this comfortable-looking structure of 
colonial design, bearing evidence of 
advanced ag«\ I* possessed of a dlg- 
nltb'ii appearance and a quiet charm. 
A plan is now afoot to rehabilitate, 
flrepr«»of, ami “dress up* this venera- 
abl«> hull and thereby preserve its 
original beauty for another generation 
or two at leust. 
W’hlle this work Is 
In process, the 
wooden 
aw nlng-llke 
sheds which now- disfigure this land­ 
mark of *‘ye olden tim es” will be dis­ 
mantled and replaced by an Iron ver­ 
anda with a glass roof.

Philadelphia. Faneull
